Shock, Awe and the Neocons

Just as faith in technology 
collapsed on the world's stock markets 
in 2000, it came to power in the White 
House and Pentagon - in the Project for 
a New American Century's ambition of 
"full-spectrum dominance" - in which the 
US could "fight and win multiple, 
simultaneous major-theatre wars". 

The fall of the Berlin wall and 
the rise of the internet, we were told, 
had ushered in Adam Smith's dream of 
overflowing abundance, expanding 
liberty and perpetual peace. 

But darker dreams surfaced in 
America's military universities. The 
theorists of the "revolution in military 
affairs" predicted that technology would 
lead to easy and perpetual US 
dominance. LTC Ralph Peters of the 
Army War College prophesied in 1997 a 
coming "age of constant conflict". 
Thomas Barnett at the Naval War 
College assisted Adm. Cebrowski in 
developing "network-centric warfare". 
Gen. John Jumper of the air force 
predicted a planet easily mastered from 
air and space because the military 
enjoyed what was unashamedly called 
the "God's-eye" view of satellites and 
GPS. This hegemony would be 
welcomed as the cutting edge of human 
progress. Or at worst, the military geeks 
explained, US power would simply 
terrify others into submission. 

Shock and Awe: Achieving 
Rapid Dominance - a key 1996 strategic 
document - aimed to understand how to 
destroy the "will to resist before, during 
and after battle". For Harlan Ullman of 
the National Defence University the 
perfect example was the atom bomb at 
Hiroshima. But with or without such a 
weapon, one could create an illusion of 
unending strength and ruthlessness. An 


alternative was the "decay and default" 
model, whereby a nation's will to resist 
collapsed through the "imposition of 
social breakdown". 

All of this came to be applied in 
Iraq, and not merely in the "shock and 
awe" bombardment. It has been usual to 
explain the chaos and looting in 
Baghdad, the destruction of 
infrastructure, museums and the 
national library and archives, as caused 
by a failure of Rumsfeld's planning. But 
there is evidence that this was a mask 
for the destruction of the collective 
memory of a key Arab nation, and the 
manufacture of disorder to create a 
hunger for the occupier's supervision. 
As the Suddeutsche Zeitung reported in 
May 2003, US troops broke the locks of 
museums, ministries and universities 
and told looters: "Go in Ali Baba, it's all 
yours!" 

For the American imperial 
strategists believed deeply that through 
spreading terror they could take power. 
Neoconservatives such as Paul 
Wolfowitz, Richard Perle and the 
recently indicted Lewis "Scooter" Libby, 
learned from Leo Strauss that a strong 
and wise minority of humans had to rule 
over the weak majority through 
deception and fear, rather than 
persuasion or compromise. But most of 
all they loved Hobbes's Leviathan. While 
Hobbes saw authority as free men's 
chosen solution to the imperfections of 
anarchy, his 21st century heirs seek to 
create the fear that led to submission. 
And technology would make it possible 
and beautiful. 

On the logo of the Pentagon's 
Information Awareness Office, the motto 
is Scientia est potentia - knowledge is 
power. The IAO promised "total 
information awareness", an all-seeing 
eye spilling out a death-ray gaze over 
Eurasia. Barnett, in The Pentagon's 


New Map and Blueprint for Action, calls 
for a "systems administrator" force to be 
dispatched with the military, to "process" 
conquered countries. The G8 and a few 
others' job is to export their economy 
and politics by force to the unlucky 
"Hobbesian gap". Imperialism is 
imagined as a technique to remake 
societies and cultures, with technology 
giving sanction to those who intervene. 

The spin machine is on full tilt 
to represent Iraq as a success. Peters, 
in New Glory: Expanding America's 
Supremacy, asserts: "Our country is a 
force for good without precedent"; and 
Barnett, in Blueprint, says: "The US 
military is a force for global good that ... 
has no equal." Both offer ambitious 
plans for how the US is going to remake 
the third world in its image. Both urge 
utter ruthlessness in crushing 
resistance. In November 2004, Peters 
told Fox News that in Falluja "the best 
outcome, frankly, is if they're all killed". 

But he directs his real fury at 
France and Germany: "A haggard Circe, 
Europe dulled our senses and fooled us 
into believing in her attractions. But the 
dugs are dry in Germany and France. 
They deluded us into prolonging the 
affair long after our attentions should 
have turned to ... India, South Africa, 
Brazil." 

While a good Kleinian therapist 
may be able to help LTC Peters work 
through his weaning trauma, only 
America can cure its post 9/11 mixture 
of paranoia and megalomania.

Jackboot Society: Pure 
Tyranny on the Streets of 
America

We never stop talking about 
martial law and that's because we are 
constantly fed with new examples of 
how America has turned into a police 
state right in front of our very eyes. 

The Miami Police Department 
has announced a 'shock and awe' 
program in which cops would randomly 
conduct sieges on buildings with no 
evidence linking them to terrorist activity 
and randomly check identification. 

Concurrently also is the 
introduction of TSA VIPER squads to 
patrol mass transit facilities in major 
cities conducting searches and checking 
ID's. 

This is to be implemented 
NATIONWIDE: "The so-called "Visible 
Intermodal Protection and Response" 
teams — or VIPER teams — will patrol 
Amtrak's Northeast Corridor and Los 
Angeles rail lines; ferries in Washington 
state; bus stations in Houston; and 
mass transit systems in Atlanta, 
Philadelphia, Washington and 
Baltimore. 

The VIPER teams have 
nothing to do with preventing terrorism, 
they are there to get people to cower 
and accept they are under control. Air 
marshal spokesman David Adams has 
commented that there is no new 
intelligence indicating that terrorists are 
interested in targeting transportation 
modes. 

The move into martial law 
comes shortly after the incident in Miami 
where reportedly mentally unstable 
Rigoberto Alpizar was gunned down on 
board American Airlines Flight 924 for 
"saying he had a bomb". 

We exposed the fact that 
witnesses reported that Alpizar never 


screamed that he had a bomb and 
passengers related that they were more 
frightened of Air Marshals putting guns 
to their head and threatening them not 
to look at what was taking place. The 
incident was a primer for the move to 
put federal militarized police all over 
transport networks. 

This is total Stasi America and 
it has nothing to do with keeping you 
safe as they tag on blanket amnesty 
provisions to the latest immigration bill. 

The one place where all this 
security and police presence would be 
its most useful, the border, is the only 
place that the federal government is 
willing to turn a blind eye to. Test runs 
where terrorists smuggle dummy 
nuclear bombs across the border 
without being apprehended were 
successfully conducted by Glenn 
Spencer's American Border Patrol on 
three separate occasions. 

The federal government isn't 
concerned about that but they are 
concerned about demanding middle 
aged women present ID on buses in 
Denver and arresting men for donating 
travel tokens to people without the right 
change in New York. 

The very same people who 
grope pregnant women and make 90- 
year-old men remove their shoes in 
airports are now going to be on 
American streets. 

Three years ago [Homeland 
Security chief] Ridge announced that 
Americans would have to have an ID 
card to have a job and that we would all 
be graded on four different color coded 
levels of security clearance. Cameras 
scanning your license plates, cameras 
scanning the RFID tag on your 
inspection sticker, cameras biometrically 
scanning your face. 

This is the implementation of 
the jackboot society and it has already 
arrived in major cities. 

Maybe we should pay attention 
when Congressman Ron Paul warns 
that martial law is being implemented, or 
when Former Republican Congressman 
and CIA official Bob Barr says a military 
dictatorship is emerging. Or perhaps it's 
noteworthy when former associate 
editor of the Wall Street Journal and 
former Assistant Secretary of the US 
Treasury Dr. Paul Craig Roberts says 
the Government is in the hands of total 
psychopaths hell bent on martial law. 

Voting Hillary Clinton into office 
won't save us either. People need to 
become active in local government, 
especially in major metropolitan areas 
and demand that the Constitution, a 
document that President Bush refers to 
as a "G-- damned piece of paper", is 
recognized and upheld. 


Only through constant activism, 
lobbying and vigilance can we escort 
martial law away from American shores 
and live peacefully in a society where 
we do not cower in fear of the armed 
security guard barking orders at us 
when simply walking down the street, 
"citizen, show me your papers."

Freedom and the Commerce 
Clause

Earlier this year, the Supreme 
Court, acting again like a gang that 
smoked too much bad weed, ruled that 
the federal government has the right 
[Ed.: power] to prohibit people from 
growing marijuana for medicinal 
purposes. 

The Court relied on an 
misinterpretation of the Constitution’s 
Commerce Clause that basically gave 
the feds unlimited control over any 
activity that Congress or federal 

agencies sought to influence. 

Justice Clarence Thomas had 
an eloquent dissent in which he laid out 
the absurdity of the majority’s position: 

“Diane Monson and Angel 

Raich use marijuana that has never 
been bought or sold, that has never 
crossed state lines, and that has had no 
demonstrable effect on the national 

market for marijuana. If Congress can 
regulate this under the Commerce 
Clause, then it can regulate virtually 
anything - and the Federal Government 
is no longer one of limited and 

enumerated powers.... By holding that 
Congress may regulate activity that is 
neither interstate nor commerce under 
the Interstate Commerce Clause, the 
Court abandons any attempt to enforce 
the Constitution’s limits on federal 
power.” 

Bush on the Constitution

Last month, Republican 
Congressional leaders filed into the Oval 
Office to meet with President Bush and 
talk about renewing the controversial 
USA Patriot Act. 

Several provisions of the act, 
passed in the shell shocked period 
immediately following the 9/11 terrorist 
attacks, caused liberal groups like the 
American Civil Liberties Union and 
prominent conservatives like Phyllis 
Schlafly and Bob Barr to oppose 
renewal. 

GOP leaders told Bush that his 
hardcore push to renew the more 
onerous provisions of the act could 
further alienate conservatives still mad 
at the President from his botched 




attempt to nominate White House 
Counsel Harriet Miers to the Supreme 
Court. 

"Mr. President," one aide in the 
meeting said. "There is a valid case that 
the provisions in this law undermine the 
Constitution." 

"Stop throwing the Constitution 
in my face," Bush screamed back. "It's 
just a goddamned piece of paper!" 

I've talked to three people 
present for the meeting that day and 
they all confirm that the President of the 
United States called the Constitution "a 
goddamned piece of paper." 

As to the Bush Administration, 
Attorney General Alberto Gonzales, 
while White House counsel, wrote that 
the "Constitution is an outdated 
document." 

Put aside, for a moment, 
political affiliation or personal beliefs. It 
doesn't matter if you are a Democrat, 
Republican or Independent. It doesn't 
matter if you support the invasion or Iraq 
or not. Despite our differences, the 
Constitution has stood for two centuries 
as the defining document of our 
government, the final source to 
determine - in the end - if something is 
legal or right. 

Every federal official - including 
the President - takes an oath to "uphold 
and defend the Constitution of the 
United States." 

Supreme Court Justice Antonin 
Scalia says he cringes when someone 
calls the Constitution a "living 
document." 

"Oh, how I hate the phrase we 
have a 'living document,"' Scalia says. 
"We now have a Constitution that 
means whatever we want it to mean. 
The Constitution is not a living 
organism, for Pete's sake." 

As a judge, Scalia says, "I don't 
have to prove that the Constitution is 
perfect; I just have to prove that it's 
better than anything else." 

President Bush has proposed 
seven amendments to the Constitution 
over the last five years, including a 
controversial amendment to define 
marriage as a "union between a man 
and woman." Members of Congress 
have proposed some 11,000 
amendments over the last decade, 
ranging from repeal of the right to bear 
arms to a Constitutional ban on 
abortion. 

Scalia says the danger of 
tinkering with the Constitution comes 
from a loss of rights. 

“We can take away rights just 
as we can grant new ones," Scalia 
warns. "Don't think that it's a one-way 
street." 


And don't buy the White House 
hype that the USA Patriot Act is a 
necessary tool to fight terrorism. It is a 
dangerous law that infringes on the 
rights of every American citizen and, as 
one brave aide told President Bush, 
something that undermines the 
Constitution of the United States. 

But why should Bush care? 
After all, the Constitution is just "a 
goddamned piece of paper."

Angry NJ Cops Barred from 
Warrantless Vehicle Searches 

Drug dealers and other 
elements of the criminally inclined are 
cheering because the New Jersey 
Supreme Court gave them a huge 
victory via our state's search and 
seizure law in the case of N.J. v. William 
B. Eckel. 

Simply, car searches, incident- 
to-arrest of one of the occupants, are 
finished. No automatic search of the 
passenger compartment, and no 
searching of someone arrested from the 
vehicle. 

Of course, searches may still 
be conducted based upon probable 
cause and consent, but the days of the 
automatic, post-arrest vehicle search 
are over. 

If there is no justification for a 
search independent of the arrest there 
will be no search at all. 

We could not be any more 
opposed to this ruling. It is yet another 
chapter in the continuing erosion of law 
enforcement tools for New Jersey 
officers. 

Presumably, the court sought 
to protect the average citizen from the 
intrusion and embarrassment of having 
his or her car searched after being 
arrested on a contempt warrant or some 
other minor offense. 

Our position is that they used a 
sledge hammer to kill a fly. Isn't the real 
intrusion and embarrassment caused by 
the arrest itself? 

The court seems to have 
focused solely on the altruistic benefits 
of this ruling and not the ramifications. 

Courts often discuss the 
balance they must strike between the 
law enforcement mission and the rights 
of the citizen. Here, they evidently 
decided that the minor imposition of a 
car search outweighed the furtherance 
of public safety and law enforcement. 

The victors of this new law will 
be those who use vehicles to transport 


handguns, assault weapons, drugs, and 
evidence of their criminal activity. They 
will now have a protected mobile 
sanctuary for their wares in the form of 
their vehicle. 

While a periodic chipping away 
at police powers may seem good to 
some, it comes with consequences. The 
citizens of this state need to decide 
exactly what they want from us. Is it 
complete freedom from any law 
enforcement intrusion? If it is, fine. We'll 
enforce traffic laws, respond to calls and 
sip latees (sic) in between. Frankly, it's 
easier and a lot safer. 

Proponents of the new ruling 
will argue, "Police can just get a search 
warrant." 

But most of the time, patrol 
officers won't even bother to start the 
warrant process simply because they 
don't have the time to jump through all 
the legal hoops when there are other 
calls to be answered. 

It was partially for this reason 
that the U.S. Supreme Court allows 
warrantless searches of vehicles 
incident to arrest. 

Where time and circumstances 
do allow, the warrant process can be 
especially challenging (and almost 
entertaining) in light of the fact that there 
are numerous jurisdictions within New 
Jersey where police officers are 
instructed that superior court judges are 
not to be bothered during overnight 
hours. 

One somewhat disturbing 
portion of the court's decision reads as 
follows: "Obviously, where a defendant 
has been arrested but has not been 
removed and secured, the court will be 
required to determine, on a case-by¬ 
case basis whether he or she was in a 
position to compromise police safety or 
to carry out the destruction of evidence, 
thus justifying resort to the search 
incident to arrest exception." 

This is nothing less than a 
recipe for disaster. 

Plus, it’s highly doubtful that 
the court will allow officers to get around 
the warrant requirement by purposely 
delaying the actual securing of the 
prisoner. 

Probably, the most 
discouraging part of this ruling is the fact 
that our justices voted seven to zero in 
favor of this new case law. 

Ladies and gentlemen of the 
court, you have just given the predators, 
opportunists, gang members, and thugs 
of our society the ultimate tactic in 
defeating law enforcement. 

So, to our state we say this: 
Keep throwing obstacles in front of 
those you swear to protect you.

Obey the Law

It was appropriate that the 
issue of government domestic spying 
was raised at the funeral of Mrs. Coretta 
Scott King. Martin Luther King Jr. and 
his family were victims of a vicious 
domestic spying program instigated by 
the federal government. 

The parallels with today's 
domestic spy program are almost exact. 
It was done in the name of national 
security. It was authorized by President, 
John F. Kennedy, and the attorney 
general, Robert Kennedy, and carried 
out by the FBI. There was a war on - in 
that case, the Vietnam War as well as 
the Cold War. [The illegal surveillance] 
was kept secret from the American 
people. 

The FBI not only tapped King's 
telephones but also planted bugs in 
places where he was staying. One tape, 
which allegedly implicated King in an 
extramarital affair, was sent to Mrs. 
King. 

Now think about this. Here is 
the federal government secretly spying 
on an American citizen and trying to 
break up his family and disrupt the civil- 
rights movement. And this was not done 
by some right-wing fanatic, but by two 
bona fide liberals, the Kennedy brothers. 

The current president says he 
has authorized domestic spying without 
warrants only on those connected to 


terrorists, but he refuses to provide even 
Congress with enough information for 
his claim to be verified. As you can see 
from the King affair, even people with 
good intentions can abuse government 
power in the heated atmosphere of war. 
We don't know who is being spied upon. 
We would not even know spying was 
going on but for a whistle-blower who 
tipped off The New York Times, which 
sat on the story for a year before finding 
the courage to publish it. 

That every tyrant who ever 
lived rationalized his abuse of power by 
claiming to be protecting the people or 
the empire or the country is kindergarten 
basic civics. We should know better at 
this point in our history. We are a nation 
of laws, not an empire and not a 
monarchy. Our Constitution deliberately 
created a weak chief executive. 

The president, for example, is 
not our commander in chief. He's the 
commander in chief of the armed forces. 
As far as we civilians are concerned, he 
is just the administrator of laws passed 
by Congress. He cannot make laws. He 
cannot assume powers not given to him 
by the Constitution or by Congress. He 
must obey all the laws just the same as 
you and me. 

A problem for many Americans 
is that they have never lived in the free 
republic created by our forefathers. We 
became a war state during World War II, 
and the Cold War was used as an 
excuse to maintain a war state and to 
expand it. We are spending more on 
defense than most of the rest of the 
world combined at a time when the only 
threats we face are isolated attacks by a 
loosely organized band of criminals. The 
government in Washington has become 
as secretive as the old Soviet Union. 

Too many Americans are 
willing to let demagoguery scare them 
into writing a blank check to any 
politician who claims he will protect 
them from the boogeyman. /, for one, 
will never surrender this free 
republic, no matter how many 
enemies, real or imagined, are at the 
gates. What would be the point? Our 
ancestors fought for freedom and 
independence, not for a dictatorship. 
You can't be free if you give the 
president unlimited powers to violate 
both the laws and the Constitution. 

The tension between a 
government of law and a government of 
men runs throughout American history. 
What worries me is that while there 
seems to be constituencies for every 
special interest in the world, there is little 
or no constituency for liberty and the 
rule of law. 

I would like to see all 
Americans send the president a simple 




message: "With all due respect, sir, 
obey the damned laws or resign. Both 
the law and the Constitution require 
warrants for domestic spying. Get them. 
Both the law and the Constitution 
require that Congress exercise 
oversight. Cooperate with Congress. 
You are a public servant, not a God- 
anointed ruler of a kingdom." 

The “Wall of Separation” 

In an astounding return to 
judicial interpretation of the actual text 
of the United States Constitution, a 
unanimous panel of the 6th Circuit U.S. 
Court of Appeals has issued an historic 
decision declaring that "the First 
Amendment does not demand a wall of 
separation between church and state." 

In upholding a Kentucky 
county's right to display the Ten 
Commandments, the panel called the 
American Civil Liberties Union's 
repeated claims to the contrary "extra¬ 
constitutional" and "tiresome." 

The defense attorney in the 
case and conservative leaders in two 
states affected by the decision are 
hailing it as historic. American Family 
Association of Michigan president Gary 
Glenn said, "Patriotic Americans should 
observe a day of prayer and 
thanksgiving for this stunning and 
historic reversal of half a century of 
misinformation and judicial distortion of 
the document that protects our religious 
freedoms." 

6th Circuit Judge Richard 
Suhrheinrich wrote in the unanimous 
decision: "The ACLU makes repeated 
reference to the 'separation of church 
and state.' This extra-constitutional 
construct has grown tiresome. The First 
Amendment does not demand a wall of 
separation between church and state. 
Our nation's history is replete with 
governmental acknowledgment and in 
some cases, accommodation of 
religion." 

The words "separation of 
church and state" do not appear in the 
U.S. Constitution, though according to 
polls, a majority of Americans have 
been misled to believe that they do, 
Glenn said. For background 
information, see:

Mathew D. Staver, 
President and General Counsel of 
Liberty Counsel, hailed the decision as 
a great victory. Staver stated, "Whether 
the ACLU likes it or not, history is 
crystal clear that each one of the Ten 
Commandments played an important 
role in the founding of our system of 
law and government. Federal courts 
are beginning to rightfully reject 
extreme notions of 'separation of 
church and state.'" 

Staver concluded, "This 
case should be used as a model for 
other counties wishing to display 
religious documents and symbols, 
including the Ten Commandments. It's 
absurd to think that displaying the Ten 
Commandments is unconstitutional. 
The Ten Commandments is a 
universally recognized symbol of law. 
Our laws, and our notions of right and 
wrong, have been shaped by the 
Decalogue." 

Family Policy Network of 
Tennessee director Ron Shank said, 
"The 6th Circuit's decision isn't just an 
opinion, it's federal law in Tennessee. 
Now that the 6th Circuit has declared 
the "wall" doesn't exist, we plan to call 
for legislation placing the Ten 
Commandments in courthouses 
throughout the state."
